It has been Eevecty-two years'since 


Kwnlion's, death, when, at the age of 
one hundred fifteen years, three mouths 
and seventeen days, he was the last 
survivor of the Boston "tea party." 
Now his grave tablet with the In- 
scription, Is the only reminder of a 
life. that was picturesque in more 
ways than one, 


Kennlson was an early settler in 


Chicago, as well as a veteran of tho 
Revolutionary war and the War of 
1812. He came here in 1846, when he 
was 109 years old. 
Since his fight- 


ing days he had been crushed by a 
falling tree and wounded by a can- 
non ball fired at a military review, and 
had only a pension of $8 n month to 
maintain him. Nevertheless he started 
west Irjoklng for thrills and fortune. 


For'a year or EO after coming to 


.the young metropolis on the. lake 
shore, Kennlsou worked as n day Inb- 
ore'ri 
Then' his fame as a "pouvcr" 


«t the ftoslon "tea parly" having 
spread, he obtained the post of lec- 
turer at Mdoney's museum, 73 West 
Lake 
street. 
Resides 
Introducing 


Prater's- Genuine-'Virginia- mlnslrels 
and discussing the wax figures and 
other'strange exhibits, he gave a lec- 
ture at each performance on the dump- 
lig of tea In Boston harbor. 


Kenniion was made manager of the 


museum In 1843 and be announced 
that to the public In the following 
manner: 


"I have taken the museum In this 


city, which I was .obliged to do In order 
to get a comfortable living, as my 
pension U so small It scarcely affords 
the comforts of life. 
If I live until 


th« 17lh of November, 1848, I shall be 
112 years old, and I Intend-making a 
donation party on that day at the 
museum. 
I have fought In several 


battles for my country. All 1 ask of 
the generous public is to call at the 
museum on the. 17th of November, 
which Is my birthday, and donate to 
mt what they think I deserve." 


The aged patriot not only lived to 


be host at his donation party, but al- 
most four years beyond then. 
His 


death occurred February 24, 1852. The 
funeral was held from the First Meth- 
odist church and the procession was 
the most Imposing military turnout 
»«n in Chicago up to that time. Bis 
body was burled In the cemetery that 
than was situated In the preient park. 
After the cemetery had been moved 
the Illinois chapter of the Sons of the 
Revolution, and the Daughters of the 
American 
Revolution 
marked 
his

surface: where the poisons that kill 
most of the other Insects do not pene- 
trate. 


When Mr. Wentherby first discov- 


ered the extent of their damage last 
summer be tried out a system of oil 
lanterns and pans in a section of bis 
orchard. These he replaced with the 
electric Hfh,ts as more practical this 
yeiif. 
Furthermore, he stays' that he 


has had" "an army as big as Grant's" 
cutting 
off .the grub-Infested twigs 


wherever they are found, which is 
very readily done as the end of the 
twig or shnot begins to wilt as soon 
as the moth stings It nnd lays Its eggs.

Maybe when all of the rest of the 
fruit growers get to fighting the Ori- 
ental moth, or its natural parasite ene- 
mies catch up with it, we can at least 
get the pest under control. Until then 
nobody can buy my lighting outfit."

Three or fpur cultivations will;keep, 
the weeds down In n potato patch, but 
it requires six .or eight or more ca\- 
tlynilons to produce a fine potato.crop. 
Every cultivation probably-pays bet- 
ter than for any oilier cultlvateTcfop.

range on.which the pullets are being 
reared runs down until there Is'noth- 
ing left hut a baked soil and n rank 
stand of weeds. Real gross feed which 
the chickens ran ent is essential to 
normal growth. Shade and fresh cool 
water nre also Important. 


Do not feed over ten per cent meat 


In the growing mash as n high pro- 
tein ration will mature the pullet In- 
stead of developing growth. 
Thirty- 


five pounds of cornmeal, twenty-five, 
pounds bran, twenty-five pounds mid- 
dlings, ten pounds meat scrap and flve 
pounds bone meal la suggested. Milk 
may replace the meat, but do not lenve 
out the bone meal particularly In this 
case. 


Goslings Get Diarrhea 


Goslings sometimes have diarrhea 


and digestive disorders as a result of 
heavy feeding with sloppy mashes or 
drinking stagnant water that Is quite 
unclean. A good mash for gosling* 
can be made of equal parts corn meal, 
bran, middlings and rolled oats mixed 
with skim milk. Perform a postmortem 
on any goslings that die, and note tho 
condition of the Internal organs and 
contents of the crop. Usually thero Is 
little trouble raising goslings when 
they have plenty of fresh green crass 
and shade.
